Governmenf by ffte Saloons. 


No special interest should be permitted to make the laws 


governing its relations with the public. Above all others, the 
liquor interest should not be permitted to make the laws gov- 
erning it. 


Yet that is precisely what the liquor interest claims the right 


to do in Oakland. The proposed ordinance which the people are 
asked to adopt originated with the Royal Arch, the saloonmen'5 


organization; it was framed by attorneys for that organization, 
and the members of the Royal Arch have assessed themselves 
S50 each to raise a campaijpi fund to further the passage of the 
ordinance fathered by the saloons and presented to the public 
under spurious pretenses. 


An examination of this remarkable document shows that it is 


skilfully designed to render aborJve all efforts to control or re- 
strict the liquor traffic. It not only abolishes all the restrictions 
embodied in the ordinance recently pa^ed by the Council, but 
abolishes likewise the restrictions provided for in the old ordin- 


tiiis city. 


It gives every saloonkeeper now in business in Oakland a 


vested right to a renewal of his license. It requires the Tax 
Collector to issue a license on application to every saloonkeeper 
now in business, and opens wide the door to an increase in the 
number of saloons now in existence. It takes from the Council 
the power to control the issuance of licenses. It opens every resi- 


It discriminates against the small retailer in favor of brewers 


tions it provides for are impudent pretensions purposely drawn 
to be inoperative. 


It pretends to limit the number of saloons to 393, but it fails 


to desciibe what a saloon is, and allots an unlimited number of 
cafes, cabarets, retail liquor stores and restaurants to be licensed. 


The Council's power to control the retail liquor business is 


reduced to a shadow. Legal ingenuity has been exhausted in 
framing an ordinance which nullifies all restrictions on the liquor 
traffic. 


Good reason why. It is the product of the slush fund, and 


the slush fund came from the saloons. Hence it is a palpable 
effort to make the saloen business independent of the municipal 
government.

the duty on wool. As a sheep is worth more now than it was be 
fore the Underwood bill was passed and wool holding its price, it 
is not clear why the flock-masters should complain. But if the 
sheep men have little reason to complain, the people have small 
occasion to rejoice. Clothing is not appreciably cheaper, as was 
predicted when wool was placed on the free list, hence it is not 
apparent that anybody has been hurt or helped by abolishing the 
duty on wool. 


The prosperity of the sheep industry does not now depend 


primarily on the price of wool, and therefore is not affected by 
the tariff as it once was, becau«p th*» character of the industry 
has changed. Formerly sheep ^ere bred and kept primarily for 
the wool. The flesh was a by-product. Now the sheep has be- 
come primarily a food animal. Wool i<; a by-product. Hence it 
is profitable to raise sheep f»r the food market. It would prob- 
ably be more correct that the sale of lambs and wethers for food 
Tvill pay the cost of keeping flocks, or very nearly so, while the 
sale of wool represents the profit 


Of course there are exceptions to this rule. The flock-masters 


of Wyoming and Montana having vast ranges of government 
land useless for agriculture to range their sheep over, breed sheep 
mainly for the wool they produce. This exceptional condition 
does not prevail throughout the country, however, and never can 
prevail, hence the production of wool in tlie United States is on 
a different basis from what it has heretofore been. 


When mutton was cheap, and sheep regarded chiefly as a wool 


animal, keeping sheep under fence on arable lands was discour- 
aged, because the fanner found it difficult to compete with the 
T.-cstern flock-masters, who grazed their flocks on public lands 
which cost them nothing, in the production of wool. The rise in 
the price of meat and the increased demand for mutton is bring- 
ing back sheep to the farm, with the result that breeds are being 
specialized for their flesh. Better wool and better mutton are be- 
tun yiuuuieu m cue oiuteu olaleo vuait jcuuneriy.
